Moral Effects of Boots. 


A writer in Cassels Magazine gossips 
thus abont “Bud Boots’: 

The influence of boots upon the mind is 
very different from that of any other par- 
ment, A man may bave a sliocking bad 
hat, but be forgetsit; his coat may be 
threadbare, but bis mind 1a not directed 
townrd it; Lut we defy a man to stand 
upright in a pair of bluchers with worn- 
down heels, and we believe that itis just 
4s difficult to feel morally upright in them. 
A sense of meanness possess¢s him ; he feels 
that everybody is noticing him. He can= 
aot look peoplestraight in the face and feel 
upon the ssme square with them. He 
feels the weakness of his foundation, and 
he mistrusts thé character of the super- 
Strucuure that they support, however 
imposing in other respects. A mhn shabby 
in the buots sometimes flatters himself that 
lie carries off attention from them by the 
use ofa splendid neck tie; but this is a 
delusion and asnare. |The boots are the 
key of the position, 4rd we feel. euro. that 
no man ought to undertuke any serous 
matter unless he stands up in a good sound 
puir of boots, 

Acelebrated physiologist has said that if 

human actions could be searched into, it 
would be found that the destinies of one man 
olten influence the destines of another. 
Doubtless th's is profound remark, but it 
applies to upper and nether soles as well as 
todigestion. By way of argument, imagine 
the final charge of the Guards at Waterloo 
made in bad boots. It would have been all 
very well for the great Duke to have said, 
“Up Guards, and at’m;” but could they 
bave got at them? but, badinage apart, 
no one will feel inclined, we suppose, to deny 
the influence of the mind upon the body, and 
vice versa. When boots are hoplessly gone, 
shame seems to have departed also, © What 
terribly bad boots we see crossing-sweepers 
fo|lowing their profession in. But these are 
puton sometimes to excite pity. We foel 
this, and the effect is Jostupon us, But is 
therea more piteous sight than a poor beggar 
witha booton one foot and a shoe on the 
other? A man brought to this state must be 
demoralized beyond the hope of recovery. 
With woman the moral influence of bad boots 
1s not fo great a8 withmen, for the reason 
that they contrive not to show them; but 
the physical influence is far more serious. 
The writer, speakirg from along experience 
in the practice of a dispensary, where the 
voor mainly apply, can safely say that nota 
tthe of this class posseas sound boots. Hid. 
den under the petticoats, they are allowed to 
Wear sometimes until the feet are just apon 
the ground, aud the wearer's stockings are 
from moroing to night, in wet weather, 
in a state of sop, 
This may seem a minor evil, butitis just 
the one that causes half the,disease among 
poor women, whose constitutions render 
them farleas able to bear exposure of this 
kind than the other sex. ‘There are clubs 
and benefit societies of all kinds, but we 
canoot fancy an institution that would do 
more immediate oud lasting good than a 
“Good Boots Club" tor the benefit of wo 
men. We may ascend higher in the social 
scale, and flad the same evil prevailing. — 
Many poor governeases and servants are 
shockiugly shod. It i just the weak point 
in their dress which they can bide, and 
they invariably do it, whereas it lies at the 
foundation of their health and that of thelr 
children, nnd it should claim their first at- 
tention, We laugh at the clattering wooden 
sabots of the French and German working 
classes, butin comparison with the flimsy, 
ill made foot coverings our own poor 
indulge 10, they nro more healthy and 
Insting ; but fashion, even with the very 
poor, is far more powerful, we fear, than 
considerations of leulth or service, 

We have said enough to show that “bad 

may bo considered ono of these 
social evits of the day worthy of recognl- 
tion, It was the wish of one of the beat 
French Kings that every poor man should 
have a fowlio bis pot. If wishes had the 
power of fulfliling thempelyes, it would be 
» good wish that every poor Woman hada 
sovuod pair of bootatoher feet. If that 
were the case, there would be far leas dis 
, and half the dispensary doors in the 
wwn would be closed

THE SHORMONK VALLA OF IDAHO, 
From the Oregon Statesman, 

Soake River is the south fork of the Col 
umbis, having the alternate name of Lewis 
River, vamed after Léwis, one of the early 
piopeers who came west by way of the 
Rocky Mountuins, following the course of 
the river to the point at which it empties 
into the Columbia, Snake River rises in 
the Rocky Mountains, near Frenont's peak, 
on the Dakota line, flowing’ 800° miles 
through Southero Idaho, in a general weat 
erly course. Thence northward 160 ' miles 
forming the boundury line between Idaho 
and Oregon, receiving as tributaries the 
Boise, Owyhee, Salmon und Clearwater 
Rivers, besides numerous smaller streams, 
and finally uniting with the north fork of 
Clark’s River to form the great Columbia. 

The valley of the Soake lies along an al- 
most direct line from the South Pass to the 
Rocky Mountains, and in the eurly days it 
furnished the most practicable route over- 
land to the Pacific. In its deacent over. the 
elevated plains of Idaho, about 400 miles 
from whence it takes ita rise in the Rocky 
Mountains, Soake River forms that great 
Shoshone Falls, The river hero runs through 
a narrow rocky gorge, which widens aud 
terminates abruptly in precipitous cliffs,the 
suwmitet which is about 100 feet above 
the level of the rapids, and so. steep that 
the traveller can descend at only one point 
ot an old Indian trail—its numerous wind- 
ings making it about amilein Bea th Fol- 


lowing this trail slowly. and ‘carefully, the 
tourist will in due time find bimself sand 
ing upon the banks of the river on # level 
with the rapids and overlooking the falls. 
The width of the river at this point bas 
been variously estimated—we thought it at 
least 200 yards. 

The rapids here are a series of cascades, 
ravging irom 80 to 80 feet each in bemht, 
and just below them the river, in onu 
unbroken mass, ups 210 feetinto the 
bottomless pit below. The course of the 
river at this poiptis »laost due east and 
west; the contuur of the falls is that of an 
irregular horseshoe, and their width, fol 
lowing the course of the water, ia at least 
400 yards, Although theiriver is not quite 
so wide at this point as the Niagara River, 
tho falls wre higher and quite ax benunfal. 
The most complete view of the falls iuclud- 
ing the myer above and below the rapids. 
cliffs and surronnding scenvry, 18 obtained 
trom Lookout Poiot, L: okout Print is a 
Darruw cxpe of rocks prej_ctipg from the 
main bluff about 800 yardslower durva the 
iver than the falls, so narrow that tno 
Persons canno; walk alent. Cure and 
caution should be exercised in going to 
the extremity of this point—the very tumid 
and over bold should never auempt it—a 
slip of the foot would in a moment precipi 
tute one 800 feetinto the raging torrent 
below. 

Standing upon this point, we will endea 
yor to name the prominent places of inter 
est. The first object that attracta our 
attention 1s Eagle Rock, a perpendicular 
pillar of rock about 100 teetin heigbt,rising 
from the midst of the rapids 50 yards from 
the south bank of the river, and, almost 
overhanging the main cataract. Upon the 
topmost peak of this rock an American 
eagle hus built her eyry, a fitting bume for 
our noble national bird—long may he Jive 
to occupy his unique and romantic abode! 
Just above, and about the centre of the 
cataract, is Bullard Island, a small’ rocky 
island, covered with cedar and juniper 
trees. Several smaller islands, to the right 
and left of the large one or Ballard Island, 
add to the beauty and picturesqueness of 
sthe scene, 

The Two Sentinels -two buge pillars —are 
one on the north,aod the other on the south 


side, overlooking the falls,and reminding 
one of grim sentinels guarding their post. 
Lower down the river, aud from a higher 
standpomt, oné can obtain # fine pahora 
mic view of the whole—the falls, the foam 
ing rapids, eagle rock, the two sentinels, 
the huge pillars of perpetual spray, rising 
from the bottom and near the centre of the 
catarict, but extending #8 it rise to either 
side, and mace beautiful by the many col- 
ored rainbows which shed a halo of glory 
upon the whole scence, Still lower down 
the river, is Prospect Gulch, Several gen” 
tleinen of the purty, actuated by the spirit 
ofadventure,determined touttempt through 
the gulch to reach the river below the falls, 
They lowered themselves 50 feet.on a rope 
down the perpendicular sides of ‘a rocky 
cliff, Reaching firm ground,they managed 
with but little difficulty to scramble down 
about 500 feet to the banks of the river, 
Arriving there they found that their trou 
bles had just begun; they were 600 yarda 
from the falls, to reuch “which their path 
lay around nud sometimes over buga hould- 
ers of shppery rocks, winding along the 
foot of the steep banks and then through 
the foaming and boiling waters, the heavy 
swells of which reminding them étrikingly 
of tbe breakers on the Sea shure, Final’y 

reached a point about 30 feet from the 

Their journey here came to an abrupt 
termination’ by the “shelving of the. rocks 
into deep water, The wind struck’ this 
point with such violence that they feared 
to trost themselves in an erect posture, On 
their kKoees, they hold with their hands to 
the overhanging brush to prevent being 
blown Into the river. 

We think that one cannot fully compre 
hend the immensity of the shcet of water 
und the sublimity of the scene, until he can 
gaze upward na we did, This polntis the 
Cave of the Winds, Shoshone Falls, as a 
whole, will compare favorably with Ninga- 
rh, Those of our party who have seen bob 
pluces pronounce the former superior in 
many respects, In beauty and wildoess of 
scenery, the Shoshone cannot be surparsed. 
Niogura excels tn mugnitude only.

North Hastings Agricultural 
Society. 


In another column will be found a com- 
munication, signed “ Noxtra Hastrnas,” 
commenting upon an article, which appear- 
ed in THE INTELLIGENCER on the 28th of 
August last. The writer of this letter isa 
gentleman well acquainted with the pro- 
ceedings connected with the establishment 
of the two different Societies in the North 
Riding ; but he could not have read our 
remarks attentively, or he would not have 
so unreservedly accused us of the expres- 


sion of opinion without an “ acquaintance 
“with both the letter and meaning of the 
“statute quoted in support of our state- 
“ments,” Now if “Norra Hastrnos” will 
take the trouble to re-read the remarks to 
which he refers, he will find that we quoted 
no portion of the statute to sustain our 
remarks; but wedid quote a part of a 
clause to show upon what authority the 
Bureau of Agriculture acted, when it for- 
warded a circular to the Representative of 
the Riding. In this whole matter we merely 
stated the facts “so far aa we could learn 
them,” without expressing an opinion, fur- 
ther than the belief, that if the North 
Hastings organization\ was illegal, 30 was 
the Weat Hastings re-organization. 

We are not going to argue the point with 
“Norra Hastings,"as to the legal construc- 
tion of the law, but would recommend 
him when bo again quotea from the statute, 
not to garble it, by leaving out that portion 
which might possible be taken by those not 
“acquainted with both the letter and mean 
ing of the statute” to clash with the opin- 
fon expressed by himself. For instance he 
says, the law provides that “an Agricultural 
‘“ Bociety may bp organized jp each of the 
* Electoral Divisions of Ontario, in which 
“there was potone at the time of the pass 
“Ing of this Act.” In this quotation 
“Norra Hastixas” omits an important 
partof the clause, After the word * On- 
tario,” the following should be inserted “as 
now constituted for tue purpoge of represent- 
ation in Parliament,” which the reader will 
at once sce,materially changes the meaning, 
or at least gives room for a difference of 
opinion ag to its exact construction, It 
was this difference of opinion that led to 
the difficulty. We are not prepared to 
argue that the construction of the law, by 
the Minister of Agriculture 19 not legally 
correct, but we do contend that Dr, Boulter 
Was correct, after receiving directions from 
the Minister of Agriculture, to proceed to 
the orgunization of a Riding Society, and 
thut the error was in the sending of the 
circulars from the bureau, 

“Nonra Hastinas,” gives 4 most em 
Phatic contradiction to our query, whether 
North Hastings was not equally a new 
Riding with tho Bast and West ; and then

Let us 
hope that the difficulties which bave occur- 
red, will be but an incentive to a more 
earnest desire, to make the Society atill 
more beneficial to the Agriculturajists ot 
the Riding It matters very little what 
particular men carry on the Society, so 
long as they are actuated for the general 
good. Whatever may be the immediate 
effect of this squabble, it is to be hoped it 
will result in uniting the whole in future, 
and that all may lend their energies to the 
one end, the improvement of their stock, 
and the introduction of a better and more 
scientific system of farming.

Militia Order--New Enrollment, 

The following geaeral order appears in the 
Official Gasette of the 26th inst, :— 


Officers commanding corps of volunteers or 
ganized prior to tho lat of October, 1808, are 
notified that the following section of the Mil- 
itia law which comes into force on that day 
must be complied with, within three months 
thereafter, Every volunteer corps duly or- 
ganized proviously toand existing on the 
day on which this Act shall come into force, 
including the officers thereto, shall, for the 
purpose of this Act, be held to be existing,and 
shall be continued as such,subject to the pro- 
visions of this Act ; and within three months 
after the day on which this Act shall come 
{nto force, nll such corps shall be mustered 
by their captains or commanding officers, 
‘the provisions of this Act shall be oxplained 
to them and such of the men as have not pre 
viously given notice of their desire to be dis 
charged, shall take the oath hereinafter pro: 
scribed, and be en-rolled as Voluntoor Militia ; 
and each man shall align amuster roll, and 
thereafter such mon of any Volunteor Corps 
in any regimental division as complote throe 
years’ continuous service in such corps or 
complete three years including avy pre- 
vious continuoys service jo the same corps,

Fourth Annual Report of the 
Ladies Bible Association. 


The committee regret that in presenting 
thelr report this year, they have to record a 
considerable falling off in the amount raised 
compared with former years. While last year 
the amount collected was £54 9s 4d _,this year 
it is only £14 45.8d. As there is not a very 
great difference in the amountof Bible sub- 
scriptions, itis apparent that the deficiency is 
in the Free contributions, and this is to be 
accounted for by the number of Free contri- 
butora having decreased from 225 to 205, 
Bat against this decrease in the number of 
Free contributors, we have a large increase 

in the number of Bible Subscribers. There 
being at present thirty names on the books 
instead of sixteen last year. The namber of 
Bibles sold this year is nincteen,and two have 
been granted free to poor persons.

That part of the exbibition included 
within the building was, in most respects far 
in adyance of any that we have witnessed 
here. The samples of grain are not perhaps 


more numerous, or more interesting than 


thosw of previous years, and the samples of 
butter are fewer in number than usual; but 
the liberal display of cheese attests the 
great and growing importance of this sound 
agricultural staple, and shows how little 
the farmers ot Canada need to dread the 
competition of those of any other country, 
whon their united energies are directed to 
legitimate enterprise. 

The horticultural part of the show is not 
up to the mark of former years, though the 
perfection to which many ‘of the fruits and 
vegetables shown have attained, in despite 
of the dry weather which prevailed dunng 
so long and go critical a. portion of the 
scason, reflects great credit upon the culti- 
vators. 

In what may be called the hghter bran- 
ches of domestic manufactures, this exbi- 
bition is especially rich, Examples of 
bead work, crochet:work and needle- work 
of great excellence are profusely scattered 
over the tables, and affixed to the walls, 
Several stands of artificial flowers possesses 
much of the beauty and elegance of nature, 
and pretty quilts, rugs, and tublecovers 


abound. 
But while the products of the needle are 


presented in profusion, those of the spin- 
ning wheel and the loom are not so numer- 
ous as wellke toseethem. Excepting a 
tew ood patterne of domestics; a few 
knots of capitul woolen yarn, snd two or 
three pairs of well kuitted socks, there 
is little in this department to attract ut- 
tention. 

The fine arts prover are hot numerously 
represented ; afew paintings from evidently 
unpractised hands, ‘and two or three draw

ance of the prize list. 

If success is to be measured by the 
number of visitors, the success of this fair 
is complete.

processes for separating the gold from the 
ore, the fact that experienced miners are 
still sinking shafts, and building mills,and 
experimenting with new processes, is the 
best evidence that they, at all events, have 
confidence that there is gold here and in 
paying quantitics. The assays have already 
established the fact thutin many places the 
quarts has been shown to be as rich if not 
richer than any in Nova Scotia, and where, 
even in Californiaor Australia, will be 
found such specimens of gold quartz, as 
have been again and again taken from the 
Richardson. mine? Well deflaed lodes of 
uartz have been recently traced over a 
large section in Marmora, and the Geolo- 
gists have atlength been forced to admit 
the existence of the lodes extending through 
thattownship, and through Madoc intu 
Elzevir.

ed, and all his boraes. Tho Indian loss was 
about 80 killed and wounded. besides a 
large quantity ofstock, The fight on the 
tirst day is deacribéd as being the most des 
perate that lins ever taken placo on the 
Plaios, the Indians making charge after 
charge, and sometimes coming within 50 
feet of the men. The island on which the 
troops were having, only a few bushes 
and there being~but w small amount of 
grass, thoy Were alinost entirely expored, 
their only defences being breastworks of 
sand. They were thrown up with their 
hands, the men baving (no entrenching 
tools. ‘Tho party Were frequently obliged 
to auspend their work to resiat the attacks 
of the Indians, who made several charges, 
and rode around te bréastworks, The 
Indians were Sioux, Cheyenne Arrapahoes. 
They numbered from 600 to 700, and were 
well armed with Spencer carbines and 
heavy rifles. Te is estimated that they fired 
10,000 rounds of rifle shot, besides discharg 
ing a great quantity of arrows, as the ground 
in the vicinity was thickly strewn with the 
latter. But little fighting was done on the

daily practice, that your cow will gain 25 per 
cent immediately under the effects of it, and 
she will become so attached to the diet as to 
refuse to drink cloar water unless very thirsty, 
but this mess she will drink almost any time 
and look for more. ‘The amountof this drink 
is an ordinary pail full each time, morning, 
noon and night. Your animal will then do 
best at discounting the Jacteal, Four hun- 
dred pounds of butter are often obtained 
from good stock, and instances are mentioned 
where the yield was even at a higher figure.

quite natural in appearance, only slightly 
reddened ; it contained some food, and 
quite a quantity of bile ; the body was 
juite free from organic disease ; have never 
cen persons dying of consumption more 
emaciated than she was; she seemed not 
to have had proper nourishment ; I was 
quite satisfied at the time that the injuries 
were the direct cuuse of death ; I forgot to 
mention that the injury to the eye was in- 
flamed, and the inflammation extended to 
the brain 

To his Lordship—The injuries would 
produce death by exhaustion and from the 
shock ; I have no doubt thataf I examined 
any corpse like that, should be convinced 
that death was caused by the injuries.

The Repealers. 


The organs of the Repeal party in Nova 

Scotia are as rabid as ever, The defection 
of Mr. Howe from their ranks has increased 
their bitterness, and hints are thrown out 
that the Canadian Cabinet gave Mr. Howe 
his price. That gentleman has not, it is 
true, come out flat-footed for the Union, 
but then ho hao not gives bie ethesion to 
the wild schemes proposed by the repeaters, 
and he has taken cocavion, latterly, to say 
4 yreat many pleasant things in favor of 
the Statesmen of Canada, of Canada itself, 
and has thrown out the suggestion, in a 
round about way, that Nova Scotia can 
afford to wait awhile before plunging into 
the maelstrom of revolution. He has even 
gone so far as to suggest that probably, 
after all, their grievances may be redressed 
without resort to forced and unpleasant 
measures. The attitude assumed by this 
former champion of Dis-union—the very 
corner stone of the moyement—the man, 
above all others, who was the means of 
developing the present Repeal agitation, 
and who was looked upon as the chieftain 
who would lead the host of disaffected Nova 
Scotians to sure and certain victory, has 
very naturally caused a great deal of dis 
satisfaction amongst the leaders of the 
party, aud they are endeavoring to do 
away with the effect which his defection 
has produced. 

The election in Inverness, Mr. Blanch- 
ard’s constituency, gives an excellent 
opportunity for the Antis to show their 
hatred of the Union and their determina- 
tion to stick to the Repeal ship so long as 
it holds together, and they are improving 
it with a vengeance. The Halifax Chront 
cle, the most ultra of the Repeal papers, 
thus fliscourses to the people of Nova 
Scotia, with respect to the pending elec 
tion: 

** Once more, O wronged and patient people 
of Nova Scotia, the fate which presides over 
the destinies of nations has placed within your 
hand the honor of your country; once more 
has been given unto you an opportunity of 

lacing before the eyes of the world your 

indignant repudiation of the political Union 
into which you have been forced; once more 
have you the time and the means of Infilcting 
signal punishment on the Jast of our betrayers, 
the only one who has hitherto escaped the 

unishment his perfidy deserves. The election 
for the County of Inverness will take place in 
4 very short time.’’ 

The Chronicle has evidently taken a leaf 
outof the Toronto Globe's book, for it 
boldly asserts that the Canadian Govern- 
ment has put its hands into the Treasury 
of the Dominion, and sent money enough 
to Noya Scotia to buy up the constituency 
ot Inverness. Here is Stig it says: 

“But not alone with the enemies of freedom, 
who yet lurk in their midst, will the people of 
inverness have to fight—they will bave to con- 
tend with the wealth and the power of Canada. 
We say this adyisedly; we say this knowingly. 
For so low an opinion has Cuvada of the politi- 
cal virtue of Nova Scotla, that the Government 
have put their hands into the Treasury of the 
Dominion and sent enough money, as it is thouyht, 
fo buy up the constituency of Inverness.’ 

It closes up its article with the following 
high-falutin and spiteful objurgation : 

“ Let every elector of Inverness, then, as he 
goes to the polls, think that he has the honour 
of his countryin his hands, aud let him vote 
only for him who will give his ald to a Repeal 
of the Union. Let the number of Unionists be 
reduced; let a Unionist be as a black sheep 
among ye; let him be as one plague-stricken; 
“let no honest man speak to him; let no wo- 
man selute him.’’” 

The Halifax Citizen is a little more 
moderate than the Chronicle, but not less 
determined in its opposition to Confedera 
tion, nor less hopeful of success. It says : 

“'Yhe County of Inverness wonld be eternally 
disgraced by the election of Blanchard. The 
whole people of the Province ure clamorous for 
repeal, and there is every chance of thelr suc- 
cess. Should Inverness fall out of the ranks 
there will be but one county theless battling 
for liberty, and ita decision will baye but little 
effect on the final result of the contest, but its 
ee will be looked upon as traitors who had 
lone thelr bes: to rivet upon the unwilling 


limbs of their countrymen the chains of a for 
elgo domination.’’

“shall have sanctioned the amendments, 
“which the Government proposed to move 
“in relation to the present Act.” What 
these amendments are to be, the Attorney 
General did pot intimate, hence we must 
wait until Parliament meets for further in 
formation.

Ho 
then made application to Mr. Borridale, of 
the Railroad House, who gavo him « room 
On Saturday afternoon deceared purchased 
an ounce bottle of laudanum at Mr. Hambly’s, 

ting that he was in the habit of using it 
It was proved by some of the witnesses that 
ho had, for some years provious, used lauda~ 
num, The quantity taken was about throe 
drachms, sufficient to produce death although, 
in the opinion of Dr. Lister, with a man of 
his habits, it was a small dose, It was 
proved that when he went to bed he was 
sober, though he acted very strangely 
Whother deceared took the poison with the 
intention of destroying himself or as medi 
eine, no one could tell—that secret will prob: 
ably not be known until the Great Book shall 
be opened. Tho deconsed, we understand 
wan ason of Mr. McCollum, who kept # 
in Bolleville previous to and at the time of 
the Rebellion of 1888.

They make up a great sum of happiness 
for those who are sharers in their gifts and 
fortunes, und lay up for themselves trea- 
sures that will never fade away, ‘We have 
read of Peabody’s muoificence, and of the 
unselfish benefactions of thousands of 
others, and when we glance at the good 
which these men huye done and ure doing, 
we hiave faith that there is after all some~ 
thing pure and noble in man. In looking 
over an account of the inauguration of the 
Cornell University at Ithacu, N. Y., a few 
days since, we came across another instance 
of the noble deeds which man is capable 
of performing. The benefactor, Mr. Ezia 
Cornell, had given the sum of $1,000,000 in 
aid ot the Institution to which his name 
has been gratefully assured. Nor was this 
the only uct of this man’s munificence,— 
He had previously endowed the city with 
a library worth $70,000. In the University 
three huntired students hud already been 
admitted, the total endowments reaching 
$1,800,000, and among the list of profes- 
sors we find the honored name of Aunssiz. 
A chime of pine bells had been presented 
to the University by a lady, and in the 
presentation speech delivered by the Secre- 
tary of the Trustees, we tind some beautiful 
extracts which we quote : 


“ T think these bells will have a lesson for 
allof us. Young gentlemen of the Univer- 
sity, they are the generous giltof a lady ; 
therefore never forget to be gentlemen; not 
in the flippant society sense, meaning gloves, 
perfumes and idleness, but in the grand old 
meaning, blending honest and useful labour 
with Spotless integrity, respect for age, kind. 
ness to the young, and charity to all. Ifa 
thoughtless word rises, if a hand is lifted in 
the haste of anger, if tempted to ungener- 
ous deeds, let the daily voice of these bells 
remind you that she who gave them expects 
you will blend with your manly etrength all 
those qualities which make up, as wealth, 
address, or station of themselves cannot do, 
the true American gentleman. Gentlemen 
of the Faculty, these bella are a lady's gilt 
to an ivstitution this day placed in your 
hands. Do not forget, when they summon 
you to duty, that she who gave them would 
have you rule the young men by love, rather 
than by law; by kindness more than by 
force; by genial, Summer sympathy, and not 
with frozen awe and reverence. Let the wall

What Railways do for Farmers. 


The American Agriculturalist, a journal 
of high standing, anc » warm friend of the 
farming interest, and not supposed to be 
biased upon any aulject outside of agri- 
culture, speaks of the gdyantages of rail- 
toads as follows : 

To haul 40 bushels of corn 50 miles on a 
waggon, Would cost ast lenst $12 for team, 

dyer and expenses. A railroad would 

jportat for $4.at most. “Allowing an 
average of 40 bushels per acre, the crop 
would be worth 3 aes per pene; o 8 per 
eas h $100. Asthe relative advantage 
is a the same for other crops, itis apts 
thit @ railroad passage through a town 
would add $110 per acre to: the value of 
the farms... A town ten miles square con- 
taing-64,000 acres. An increase of $100 
cre is equal to $6,400,000, or enough 
to build 200 miles of railroad, even if it 
cost $33,000 per mile. But 200 miles of 
“road would extend through 20 towns 10 
mules square, and costs but $10 per acre, if 
taxed upon the land. 

These figures gre given merely as an 
jllustration. If the farmera had taxed 
themselves to build all the railroads in this 
country, and gave them away to any 

that would stock and run them, 
increased value of their lands 
well repaid the outlay.”

ier TO CATCH FIELD VERMIN, 


A good trap for catching ull emall- ver- 
min of the farm is made us follows : Dig in 
the earth, in the orchards ani gardens, at 
the beginning of cold weatler,-hort trenches 
four feet wide at the bottcm. and three 
feet wide at the top, and ulout four feet 
deep; the ends incline at the same angle 
asthesides. The earth wulis of these tren- 
ches after frozen, are impussable to mice 
that haye fallen in. We have heard of 
great numbers, being taken in these traps, 
and altovetler they are the unost effective 
we know. 


“Guixpixo Corn on THe Con.—We re- 
d this practice with no favor if the corn 
is good. Analyses of the cob of well ma- 
tured corn show that it contains scarcely 
Any nutriment, It was obviously not made 
to be eaten. The cob parts with all it can 
of nutriment to the kernels, and is no more 
fit to be fed out than sawdust. When im- 
mature corn nubbins,and ears that have not 
dried well in thefield, are to be fed the case 
is erent The cob of these contain a 
deal of valuable food. and if the ears be kiln- 
dried, they may probably be ground to a 
very good advantage. It 1s best to break 
up-the unsound corm with a hatchet into 
Pieces an inch or two long, and boil them, 
with the little potatoes and other feed, for 
hogs. 

Keerixo Veortau.es,—Sink a barrel 
two'thirdsits depth into the ground; a box 
or cask will answer a better purpose; heap 
the earth around the part projecting out of 
the ground with aslope on all sides ; place 
the vegetables that you desire to keep’ in 
the vessel ; cover the top with,s water-tight 
@over, and when winter sets in throw 
an armfnl of straw, hay or sumething of that 
sort, on the barrel, Jf the bottom is out of 
the cask or barrel, it will be better. Cab- 
bages, celery, and other vegetables will 
keepin this way as fresh as when taken 
from the ground. The celery should stand 
nearly perpendicular, celery and earth alter- 
nativg. Freedom trom trost, ease of access 
and especially freshness and freedom trom 
rot, are the advantages claimed.—Journal 
of Horticulture,
